Nock Modest Terms.

If, "to the pore, all things are pure." what a display of mock o 
modestv do we wltucse in the use of over strained, inapplicable ( 
and Inexpressive terms, by which the sexes of dogs are alluded to p 
in the sporting papers. Some meu seem to consider the diner- o 
ence in sex a matter to be only hinted at with bated breath, and o 
shroud the mention of it with a mystery that is really ten times . 
more suggestive of inpropriety, than even they deem the plainest v 
use of the proper term. We have been present when female dogs a 
have been spoken of before ladies as lady dogs, gyps and sluts, a 
and again have listened to conversations where the sex was lint il 
mentioned at all, and the talk rendered ridiculously indefinite s 
by hints and insinuations, which should have been, and probably 
were, far more objectionahle to women of sense than an unos- f 
tentatious employment of the word bitch. Such a straining at o 
gnats is not only’absurd but inconsistent, for there is no reason t 
our dogs should not be as freely apokeu of as any other race, amt t 
who would hesitate to speak of a bull and a cow, a cock and a i 
hen! Breeding matters of any kind are not, it is ime. approprt- t 
ate topics of conversation in the presence of ladies or in the t 

family circle. We do not defend anything indelicate, nor , 
would we sanction the leaat unnecessary fainllurizing of the pure 
minds of the youth with low ideas, hut we claim that a quiet. easy 
use of proper terms when occasion demands them, is less apt to 
pollute that which ia really pure tbau a dark liiul. which disgusts 
those who understand it and awakens Ihc curiosity of those who 

do not. .■ ... 

This over-seiislttvcnesa Is doubtless due to the recent elevation 
of sporting dogs to their present importance in the popular esti¬ 
mation. As a people, we have hardly yet forgotten the light re¬ 
gard in which of old we held all dog kind, and hence we do not 
reel the same ease in public conversation on canine matters that 
we do upon others we are more used to. Abroad Ibis is licit the 
case, associated as the dog has ever I wen with the sports of the 
wealthy and noble, he is esteemed as highly and mentioned as 
freely as anv other of the domesticated animals. Ladies an' very 
frequent exhibitors at the bench shows, and not uufreqtU'iit spec¬ 
tators of field sports, while some of the most noted strains have 
been bred, by and are known as the property of, ladies of tngli po¬ 
sition and unquestioned respectability. The kennel ia not there 
anv more than here, the subject of unnecessary debate; but on 
English ladv of culture and refinement would no more hesitate to 
hear or use’the word bitch properly applied than she would frown 
at the mention of a mare. Just as much of chivalrous regard is 
due from us to our fair friends and relatives us an English gentle¬ 
man would show to the ladies of his own acquaintance, but no 
more. We have no right to talk immodestly and we have no bet¬ 
ter right to make that term immodest which is only proper and 
appropriate when kennel topics are under consideration. 

With the decline of old time ignorance and narrow minded 
ideas. Held sport* have attained to a position equaling in honor 
anv other gentlemanly accomplishment. They will pass from ns 
to our sons, aud our sons'sons, and if with due regard for our 
reputation as gentlemen, we desire to transmit to future genera¬ 
tions practices and pleasures suitable for meu of cultivation and 
refinement, we must strip from our bequests not only all evil, but 
even the semblance of evil, and adorn them with manly dignity 
and a puritv vet plainness of expression, which will neither call a 
blush to the’ cheek of the purest woinau, nor cause a man to hesi¬ 
tate and stammer when he has occasion to speak of the dogs that 
minister to his pleasure. 

Seriously this mock modesty is equally discreditable lo sport 
and sportsmen. The must gallant men of ancient times were the 
keenest lovers of the chase, and freely used the terms belonging 
to their pursuits. If, then, we have not degenerated let us so act 
and speak that no one can suppose the terms proper to our craft 
convey anv offensive or base meaning. Let sportsmen all over 
the land unite in this, and save the proof readers of our sporting 
Journals the trouble of correcting expressions that now disgrace 
those journals, by a contemptible implied recognition of vulgarity 
which does not beloug to the subject, and must originate in the 
mtnd* uf the writer*. ___.

To further corroborate my own and Mr. Sherwood’s vlewa I 
quote A. C. Waddell, a granted expert in judging dogs. He also 
savn: “I him* wen pure black one* (Gordon*) direct from the 
Duke of (Jordon's kennel," and yet. as I say, had my old Snyder 
been entered a* a (Jordon, and seen to he pure hlaek, he would 
have been ridiculed alongside of Rupert, Colburn’s Shot and some 

of Tilley’s animals. ,. . . 

To obviate all difficulty, classes, if possible, should he made so 
as to cuter every dog in some particular one. In regard In the 
"(Jordons," according to my ideas there ought to be a class called 
"(Jordon class," and three distinct, separate and defined suit-di¬ 
visions under that head. Thus; 

“IJordon Skttkhs.” 

Division 1st. Black (pure) (Jordons. 

Division ‘id. Black and white Gordons. 

1 (vision 3d. Black white and Ian. 

By the adoption of such a classification can wc expect to see 
our dogs, especially our Gordon dogs, perfected lu our breeding. 
Of course mongrels will enter in such a class, but no dog, unless 
pedigreed to a certain extent, should be permitted to enter any 
of the higher classes but come under the head of “natives” 
or "miscellaneous.” As (natters were at the W. K. C. show in 
New York, mongrels were entered In very many classes—dogs for 
which In some instances a friend writes me "he would not give 
a shilling.’* If we want to cultivate the Gordon breed, and by 
all ineaus it should lie kept up. u place must lie given the original 
dogs coal black, and then space allotcd to the cross Wood now so 
sought for, the hlaek and tan, aud black, tan and white. 

I trust we mav hear from Mr. Burges on this subject; also 
from Mr. Von Cul’in and other gentlemen well versed and able to 
criticise. I want to hear how to obviate the present unfair classi¬ 
fication of our noble Scotch friends, and I want to see how the 
Svracuse Bench Show will deal with them. The red Irish are, In 
mv opinion, properly classified, though many disagree witli me on 
that score. But 1 am fighting for the three distinct varieties under 
the lo ad of (Jordon, which ere long will necessarily be recognized 
and disposed of properly at our bench shows. W. Hvnt, Jr.

These dogs have met twice upon the bench, viz.: Chicago and t 
w York. In Chicago where Elcho won, they were judged by I 
■ee gentlemen, two of whom stated in my hearing that they did s 
t know auything about Irish setters, an admission fully sup- I 
rted by their action in placing black coated Erin over Rufus t 
r secoiid place, and still more strongly by giving to Erin with i 
Ittcr of four neck*' old pups the stock dog cup over Rufus and I 
rec ce.cn tnonlhs ’ pups, one of which was the very Rory O More, i 
in won 1st in New York, aud who pushed Paris so closely for i 
c Champion cup of the whole show, that a fifth judge had to l 
called to decide between them. One of the Chicago judges ' 
id me they could not give Rufus the stock dog cup, because U 
>uld reverse their Judgment ot the name doge in the open class, and 
•ause they did not like Hory O' More's head. 1 think I am correct 
saying neither of those gentlemen have ever owned an Irish 
ttcr, and neither have ever had an opportunity to acquire any 
lowledge of that dog by seeing him at foreign shows among his 
;crs. I do not for an instant charge prejudice In favor of any 
te dog against those judges, hut I do emphatically claim that 
lev were incompetent for the position they held. That their 
sards created surprise amoug sportsmen In England who had 
;en Rufus, Elcho and Erin before Importation, 1 know, for 1 
ave now in mv jmssession letters from jwo well known author- 
les upon Irish setters, neither of whom ha* ever had any inter- 
it in these dogs, and both denounce the placing of the iloga a* 
•rong, and say that neither Elcho nor Erin could heat Rufus be- 
ire Irish Judges. 

In opposition to Chicago let ub now look at New York. There 
^e Judges were two of the best posted gentlemeu in America. 
Ir. John Davidson and Dr. TwaddclL The first a foregner by 
lrth, accustomed from boyhood to all breeds of foreign sporting 
ogs, a gentleman whose practical Judgment need* no better en- 
orsement than the fact that he has been selected to judge the 
lirce largest shows ever held in this country, viz., 8t Louis, Balti- 
norc and New York. Dr. Twaddcll, his associate, has few equals 
ii experience both as a practical breeder of setters, and extensive 
mowledge of European dogs, gained by personal examination 
,nd comparison In foreign shows. Both of these gentlemen un- 
lesitatingly placed Rufus over Elcho, and I submit that their 
iwarda may justly be considered as assigning the proper rank to 
he two. 

Hitherto the only point of superiority you claimed for Elcho 
ias been a better head. Well, I never yet saw a head that could 
vork without a body to carry It, and all over, from the ears to 
he tip of the stern Rufus is Elclio’s superior. Rufus Is a dog of 
greater power, with the lione and muscle of an athlete, yet not an 
junce of lumber. His appearance betray* style and en- 
luranee. Elcho Is a light framed, bitch-built dog, that 
shon compared with Rufus, lacks lit the great essentials of 
itrength aud ability for hard work. * Hts head, for which so much 
luperiority Is claimed, is sharp nosed and with a full expression¬ 
less eye, the ears sre hung lower than Rufus’, and he Is better 
cut out just In front of the eyes. This Is all any one can claim 
for him, and though 1 am as great a stickler for correct form as 
anyone, I will say that when half an Inch in the hanging of a dog’s 
ears. Is sufficient to place an otherwise inferior animal over his 
superior, I am done with breeding for such competitions. I 
want a dog for work not mere looks, and I submit dial, superi¬ 
ority in general physical formation, should overbalance a superi¬ 
ority on a single jailnt of appearance. The hang of a dog’s ears is 
a matter of looks only.lt doe* not confer Intelligence, nose, 
speed, style or endurance; all of which are needed In the sports¬ 
man's dug; and though I repeat, I prefer well hung to ill hung

Bunch Shows.— Toronto, May 38, 1877 %—Editor Chicago 
Field: I have read with pleasure Arnold Burges 1 brief, but vig¬ 
orous protest against bench show standards In judging dogs. I 
most heartily endorse his sentiments, which have been my convic¬ 
tions for a considerable time past. For sporting dogs bench 
judgment I* humbug, for It. entirely Ignores, In estimating the 
merits of a .log, the characteristic of his breed, which, if wanting 
in a dog, should disqualify him. What would we say of medical 
examiners who awarded the first position on the degree list to a 
handsome ignoramus, on the plea that he was the son of his 
father and bad inherited his diploma and credentials! That Is 
what bench showing practically Is. I recollect exhibiting two 
greyhounds at a national show across “the herring pond,” and 
inv disgust at the action of the judges Is as pungent now as it 
was then. They actually awarded to the more inferior dog the 
first prize, and my other, who was really the dog In his class, was 
hardly honored with a passing glance. The one that carried off 
I lie prize was a sleek good looking dog with a rakish appearance, 
suggestive of speed ami style—when slipped he could not raise a 
gallop or turn himself without running to the next field. The 
slighted dog was a greyhound possessed of every good point, and 
one who had proved himself a winner every time he was slipped. 
Unfortunately—for exhibition purposes—he was one of “Pha¬ 
raoh s lean kine” that would not fatten, and presented himself 
with ills muscle knotted and fine as whip-cord, not an ounce of 
superfluous flesh upon his grand frame, not one drop of turgid 
Moral passing through his brave heart Now is it judgment that 
a (sleek) good looking, well filled up dog, practically useless, 
should be awarded the supremacy in his class over another dog 
who lias emlmdicd in him In a marked degree the characteristics 
of his species. Two years' public exhibiting in different classes 
of dogs, bred by myself, with a view to maintaining the family 
spirit convinced me that trench showing is a fraud. I am not a 
disappointed breeder, far from it so my remarks do not possess 
any animus. I hare no invested interest In my canine friends 
now, but I cannot resist the temptation, when the question is 
under decision, if thrown in my mite of experience. 

The system pursued in judging is wrong for this reason— 
when the points of value were originally estimated, the qualifica¬ 
tions which were to be estimated at so much were all embodied 
In animals who had the true spirit of their species. This true 
characteristic was then an essential—it is now a supposition.

1 lie interest in B|mrtliig dogs Is decidedly on the increase, and 
l be demand for good stock is becoming quite general among our 
sportsmen.

Canine Notes from England. 

[From our Retidenl Correepondent.) 

London, Eno., May 33, 1877. 

THE ENGLISH VOX-HOUND. 

It Is pleasing to an English sportsman, as It Is gratifying, to see 
how surely the fine, old, time-honored sport of fox-hunttng is 
creeping Into favor In the New World. But, “oh 1 blood and 
honor,” the next time you publish a "run" winding up with a 
“loud report,” you musn’t let the Chicago Field cress the briny 
that week. I know' you will tell me “circumstances govern eases, 
and all that sort of thing; but It wont dc; you must not under 
any circumstances attempt even a justification for shooting a fox 
to an Englishman; nor breath such a thing within rifle range of 
him. A fox shooter in England is u murderer, a vulpicide. Did 
the reader never hear of the conversation In:tween the squire's 
son and the parson's daughter! Said the little girl, “Frank, why 
were Adam and Eve turned out of Paradise f” The squire’s sou 
was not well enough up in theology to say, he could only guess, 
but It didn’t glve-him much trouble: “It must have been some¬ 
thing very dreadful; perhajjt they allot the facet." And when 
Hawkcye writes his next account of the (things of fox-hounds 
there must be no “dogs” in the matter, barring a fox-terrier or 
two, there are nothing but “hounds” used In the “noble science.” 
But I’m afraid altogether that “Fox-hunt in New England” 
wouldn’t have been altogether palatable to the Miltonian or “The 
Man at the Cross Roads.” . 

But Rome was not built In a day, and unything I may say 
must be taken as well meant, If bluntly spoken. The real pur¬ 
port of this letter Is, In case fox-lmntiug increases In popularity 
with American sportsmen, to urge on them the necessity of start¬ 
ing with hounds of the most, noted strains, bearing in mind that a 
few really good ones will not only be mure serviceable than a big 
pack of brutes drafted from here, there, and everywhere, on ac¬ 
count of all manner of vices and shortcomings. The men in 
England known as hound-dealers (not dog dealers, which is a very- 
different branch of trade) buy at about £2 or £3 jier couple, ac¬ 
cording to their demand, any worthless brutes which masters of 
hounds may desire to get “short of;” occasionally, of course, 
hounds are cast for critical reasons which do not effect their char¬ 
acter. They may be above or below the standard in height or 
they may be a trifle too slow or a little deftldent in “fling” or 
wanting In character, but as a rule, they are of no use to any¬ 
body that knows what’s what. It will be asked, If this Is so, 
who are the buyers! They are nearly all told to go abroad. France, 
India, America, and elsewhere. Generally speaking when 
hounds are only drafted on account of variation In size or pattern, 
there is no necessity to pass them through a dealer’s hands at all, 
for every master and every huntsman know the requirements of 
nearly every other huut, and make it a point of honor to accom¬ 
modate each other. The opportunity of acquiring good hounds 
is to watch for the disestablishment of some small, but clever pri¬ 
vate pack, which is usually disposed of under the hammer in lots 
of from one to three couples; occasionally more. 

There is little question that the foxhound is one of the oldest 
and purest varieties in existence and less contaminated by fancy 
or experimental crosses than any other. A hound of any good 
blood is rearely seen deficient in correctness of conformation, as 
a rule, indeed, they are very marvels of canine symmetry and 
beauty. The oldest, most shapely and fastest type of the present 
day Is, perhaps, that which is known as the “Belvoir tan,” so 
called from their having originated at Belvoir castle, the seat of 
the Dukes of Rutland. 

"Belvoir, art's masterpiece, and nature's pride. 

High la the regions of ethereal air 
Above the troabled atmosphere. 

Above the magazine of hafl and snow, 

Above the place that meteors breeds, 

A hove the seat where lies the seeds 
Whence ragiut; storms and tempests grow. 

That do Infest the troubled world below." 

The fine old castle dlscemablc from many parts of the country 
round, lies in the heart of a grand estate, numbering over twenty 
manors nnd almost unrivalled for the enjoyment of our dear olll 
sport which has for ages past made Belvoir one of its most 
favored seats. The coverts arc sufficiently extensive for the 
preservation of foxes, and being princi[>ally composed of gorse 
arc exquisitely adapted for the purpose. The country is perhaps 
just a little too highly cultivated, but the fences are mostly ne¬ 
gotiable, though often times, as elsewhere, they are of u character 
to call forth the best energies of horse and rider, without which 
the great delight of fox-hunting would bo deprived of its greatest 
charm. But I must “hark forard” hi the spotted beauties at 
once, for if I venture to dawdle on the line of country, there is no 
telling when the reverie will break up. Unfortunately there is 
no llxlng the exact period at which hounds first came into pos¬ 
session of the Rutland family, but it may be. roughly stated at 
about a century and a half ago, and therefore in antiquity, Bel- 
voir ranks second to the Brocklesby hunt. The Belvoir blood 
which has been highly valued for many years has been requisi¬ 
tioned Into nearly every pack of foxhounds, but so slngularly 
pronounccd is It in peculiarity of character that when retained 
without admixture, it is readily distinguished from any other, 
and Is generally admitted to be the handsomest and most sym¬ 
metrical model extant. Though always alluded to as Belvoir 
tan, their ruling color is black, tan nnd white, the former 
largely predominating, which In most other strains is the re¬ 
verse. Their short, bright, satin like coats, bespeak their 
high breeding, and it may be truly said, cadi hound 
carries his pedigree on Ids back. Tile point, however, 
which through their many details of merit shines most apparent 
is their “sortiness” or general family likeness; they look more 
than brothers and sisters; they resemble |teas out of the same 
pod, or muffins baked In the same mould, and as tills Is the result 
of tlie most studied care in their breeding for so long a time it 
adds not a little to their great worth. To such a pitch is the model 
carved that their breeding true to their parents is reduced to a 
certainty; there Is none of that lottery about It which Is usually at¬ 
tached to breeding, I don't know, however, that the Belvoir tan 
would lie tile best hound for America, or at all events in those 
;>arts where there is mudi forest or covert., as they have lieon tired 
more for jaice and fling and dash tliiiu for nose. Taking It for 
granted that a bound possesses nose, the first thing an English 
Judge looks at are the legs and feet; I lie Isine must he ns /frfeetly 
etraight from the shoulder as a mop-stick stuck into the sod, and 
the feel small, round, compact and eut-like. This point is de¬ 
manded In all hounds, never mind of what stamp. Of late years 
the Increased pace of our best horses lias necessarily led to an In¬ 
crease likewise In the juice of the hound, and what they have 
gained in lleetness they have lost in nose. It la often thought 
that unless we cross our hounds buck for nose we shall loan the 
quality altogether, and as II is It ts not to t>e gainsaid that hounds 
are verv deficient rompnnillvcly shaking In their power* of scent; 

If unaided by tbelr huntsmen they would often have to throw up. 
In woodland countries or where scent lie* hailly, such as In the 
counties of Hampshire or Surrey, more attention ha* been 


paid to this point out of sheer necessity, and It Is these which 
would prove the best for use In America. 

The correspondence In the London Field le getting rather lively. 
Mr. E. J. Power alias Poer, of Limerick, has brought a moat se 
vere hiding upon himself through complaining that the Field re¬ 
porter had spoken of his dogs as “mangy and disgracefully dirty." 
The writer izi questiou and one of the judges and a doctor and a 
vtstor to the show all declare Poer's dogs were eaten up with filth 
and mange, and starved and famished to Ink it. It is universally 
believed this man Is slick, stark, staring mad; through his dis¬ 
graceful charges the Cork secretary'— a thorough gentleman—has 
resigned office, and, as no one can be found to 1111 his place, Cork 
show, one of the most enjoyable of the season, will he aliandoned. 
(“A Well Wisher,” writing to the Field, suggests that the Kennel 
Club should purify itself by holding a fresh ballot even among its 
own members, rather a severe measure, hut one which is doubtless 
absolutely necessary before the club can command the respect 
needful to a ruling body.) 

Mr. Purcell Llewellin lias tieen playing “hot shot” ul the Field 
editor about the "impartiality” with which the latter prides him 
self so much about.

Suppression of time Is the heading of rule 41. At various 
.mint* in the country, horses have been trotting this Spring with 
an understanding between their owners and the judges that no 
lime should he announced from the judges’ stand. It is argued, 
In some instances, that they have not trotted for purse, premium 
stake or wager, and therefore do not come within Rule 41. 

When horses, as ill case alluded to, have trotted for a consid¬ 
eration received by their owners, or received by others, and in 
presence of judges, tt was as much a public race as any of these 
same, artful dodgers, or anv one else, ever witnessed. Upon this 
hypothesis, rule* 41 and 42 can be given a construction not in 
conflict with each othre; hut in accordance with the by-laws and 
the spirit of the rules. Nor is it necessary that parties to the 
race in case of free gal cage and no consideration for trotting, 
should wager between themselves, or with others as to the result. 
Merely consenting to furnish others an opportunity to win or 
lose on the result, is practically the same as owners consenting to 
other parties trotting their horses to settle a wager. 

The usual errors of judges, however, are made by their miscon¬ 
struction of rule* 20, 29 and 3fi. As to these rules and our Inter¬ 
pretation of them, we shall have some comments to make in 
another issue.__

Slowly 
from an overhanging tree limb glided the head of a monster 
anaconda till its forked tongue played close behind the un 
suspecting eat. The puma turned and at that instant the jaws of 
the serpent were fixed upon its nose atul a triple coil was quickly 
east around the writhing body. 80011 all was still, and the 
beautiful form of the lion of' the Amazon was stretched a shape¬ 
less elongated mass of crushed bones and flesh which the mighty 
serpent Bpeedily lubricated with saliva and proceeded to gorge 
head first. 

Taking ship I sped around Cape Horn, and upon a floe or ice 
perceived a herd of the sea-lion or ottaria, seemingly a link be¬ 
tween the sleek coated, mild eyed seal and the huge walrus. 
Thence to Australia, across whose forest edged plaius bounded 
the giant kangaroo in wild haste, as horseman and hound pursue. 
Al last overtaken the “old mail ” turns at hay, fiercely faces the 
hounds, and strikes bravely till a bullet in the chest stretches him 
out to leap no more. Here burrows the wombat, a huge, long 
legged guinea pig, of a creature, mild, harmless and shy, and hard 
to catch a sight of. In one sense this is a happy laud, for there 
arc no lions, tigers, wolves, panthers nor jaguars to make the 
forests scenes of carnage; there are no beasts of prey save the 
dingoc, the wild dog of Australia. He is not much of a pest ex¬ 
cept to the sheep raiser, uinoiig whose flocks he makes terrible 
havoc. An uncanny tieuat is thedlngoe, sneaklug suddenly from 
cover, he dashes Into Hie flock, and kills and worries just for the 
pure sake of slaughter. A rifle bullet rolls him over dead. 

From Australia I ship with a cargo of fine horses for Calcutta, 
in the East Indies, and find myself soon working up between the 
banks of the little explored Irrawaddy. It is a grand river, and 
though so close to a teeming population and advanced civiliza¬ 
tion, but little known, yet along its course is abundant opportu¬ 
nity for the sportsman. Here, too, am I passing through virgin 
forest* and dense and tropical vegetation. Again It Is afternoon, 
and the heat Is Intense; ttie wild Inhabitants of the forests ure 
couched panting in their shady lairs, awaiting the further decline 
of the sun towards the western’tree tops ere they arise to go forth 
and slake their thirst But of a sudden Hie forest's silence is 
broken by the whoo, whoo of the lungoor, the large green, white 
bearded monkey of the Indian forest ; from his lofty perch amidst 
the cool depths of a mango tree he has perceived the lordly tiger 
and his beautiful mate wending their way along the path towards 
the water; slowly they saunter, and as they move the cry passes 
on from tree to tree, whoo I whoo! and the lungoors move along 
1 overhead to give notice to the public that their 
majestic* are abroad. They have drank, and arc re¬ 
turning along the path, when the treacherous breeze betray* 
to them the approach of a herd of axis—spotted deer—they conic 
trotting on, and as the lordly buck who lead* their advance 
come* suddenly round a slight turn, the male tiger bn* launched 
, himself upon lilm. and his terrified harem scatters in every direc¬ 
tion, leaving their liege to the terrible mercies of the royal beau 
r ties. But brief is their pleasure. An old bull rhinoceros who ha* 
I been sweltering in a grassy hollow, ha* started down Hie path f"f 
his afternoon drink—he too comes suddenly round the corner and 
. behold* the way obstructed by the Impromptu plc-nic. Old uni 
r eornus Is a self-willed, ugly tempered fellow, and carries al»>u< 
' him a stout armor Impervious to most assault*—he i» thirsty ton, 
. and as the tiger* teem not Inclined to make way for tilin, he deter 
s mines to make way for htmaelf. The wicked little eye tw inkles, 
the ponderous head I* lowered, the short, stout liorn U advanced, 
- and R. unlcomus breaks into s charge. The male tiger spring* 
• upon him and alights upon his broad hack upon which teeth and 
daws rattle In futile effort to get a hold; her ladyahip too springs, 








Uful hide against the hard ground. She. with teeth and claws, 
hattleu fiercely, wildly, Ineffectually fur her life; her teeth harm 
not the Iron front and her claws have but little more effect upon 
the throat aud horny chest. In u few moments her struirirles 
cease, her neck Is broken and the huge brunt, turns to punish the 
tiger; but he leaps into the undergrowth and is gone, leaving 
the rhinoceros to turn and crush and trample the moat beautiful 
thing in all those vast forests into a shapeless pulp. The con¬ 
queror then hies him hi the water, leaving the vanquished to be 
devoured by the jurkuls and vultures Unit arc quickly battling 
over their feast. 

Up among the lower ranges of the Himalayas 1 conic suddenly 
upon a magnificent Muck panther as he feasts u|km> a young 
barra-sluga the elk of Asia. Further up in a weird valley, sur¬ 
rounded on every side by peaks clad in everlasting suow, whilst 
gazing intently upward at an Ibex who stands a sentinel on a 
jutting crag, 1 am charged by a huge silky fleece with short white 
horns and u glaring eye. 1 spring aside and drive a bullet into 
the side of the great yak. 

Dowti from the regions of everlasting snow to the sultry plains 
of Sclnde and Into Central India I travelled on jmiiiv, by rail and 
upon the back of a guIlunt Arab, and among the scrub jungles of 
Bhofial, I come upon the Asiatic lion, meagre of mane uml lacking 
that lordly presence so essentially the property oi the lion of 
Africa. From him 1 turn upon the gallant- hour, whose great 
heart knows no cry of defeat, save the fierce grunt of bitter defi¬ 
ance, as the life blood wells up from the deadly s|>ear wound. 
Thence onward hastening, the magnificent panoply of the pea¬ 
cock saves him not us the swift ball strikes him from the tree-top, 
whence, with strident shriek, he challenges the god of day to 
match his beauty—nor can the sun, except by reflecting his 
glory iii»oii the shimmering mirror of a rain shower. And, as 
fulls the royal bird, an old nil-ghuu,black with years, springs from 
a thicket and dies, though not till u broken thigh utnl trusty 
hounds have placed him at the mercy of the ruthless knife, 

Acroaa the desert* of Arabia 1 am bourne by the silent halted 
dromedary till again the good ahip hear* me to the mouth of the 
mighty Zambezi. Thence through dense forests 1 push iiiv way, 
laying low the heavy browed buffalo, ju«l us the evil eyed savage 
has hoisted u caff re into the unkindly embraces of a camel-thorn 
tree. Then suddenly upon a rocky hill side up spring* the gal¬ 
lant sable antclo|H-, and after one swift glance, as he to|i* the 
crest, disappears from my gaze. Following him I reach the 
waters of the silver Limpopo, and eagerly listen for the blowing 
of the sea cow," as is called by the Boers the huge hfpjaipota- 
mus. But as I move through some waiving reeds out rashes a 
water hog, the queerest of queer 1 leasts, with hippopotamus head 
and body and hog’s legs and tusks. lie forms another link Ih>- 
tween two classes of the same thick skinned order. As the 
shades of night fell upon the forest a herd of giant elephants led 
by a long tusked patriarch wend their wav towards the pools, 
that now resound with the blowings of the "sea cow.” 

From the forests out on to the plains I followed the jiouderoUH 
eland into the regions where caper the koodoo, the bleshuek, the 
gnu, and others of the many trlhes of antelopes. But lo! a pair 
of the scimitar-horned gemsbock are feeding close to yonder 
. clump of cover. Cautiously I steal into and througli It, ami as I 
peer out the female has fed close to the upper end of the cover. 
A huge black mailed lion springs upon her and in an instant, even 
as she Utters a faint bleat, strikes her dead with his crushing paw. 
Her spouse starts—hut not to flee; his high courage brooks 
no such ruthless divorcement, and with lowered head, pointing 
his sharp horns lo the front, lie rushes upon the crouching lion 
and pierces him through and througli,* and, slaying the slayer, 
dies the avenger of his mate. 

"Hurrah!" I shouted, as I started up. 

“What ails you, friend!” 

“Eh! did you speak!" 

I had been dreaming as I dozed, seated on a box, whilst 
watching the manoeuvres of the hyama as he tried to get hold 
of the ear of the white wolf iu the next cage of a traveling 
menagerie. 

Have I interested any of my readers; if so, how atiundantlv in¬ 
teresting would it be to the public who visit these menageries if 
over the cage containing each beast was its real name—no show¬ 
man’s nonsense—such as honied horse—cow antelope—Mexican 
lion—sea cow (for buffalo)—with its class order and habitat. In¬ 
stead of being fraudulent catch]>enniea as most of them are now, 
these would be most useful educators of the public mind.

rile state of Virginia lias under the direction of the aide gentle¬ 
men who are connected with the fishery commission ami game 
Interest passed tills year some valuable laws which we hern sum¬ 
marize. 

Appointment of commissioner of fisheries—Requiring owners of 
dams on the Shenandoah to construct fishways, ami sluices for 
tlie passage of fish and boats. Fine for noti-compllaiiee $30 tier 
month. To take effect Nov. 30th. 

Between the 1st of June ami 1st of September, the hauling or 
setting of seines and weirs forbidden at* mouths of rivers or in 
any of tlie waters of Northampton or Aceomar counties. Forfeit 
$50. Open season in Elizabeth City, James City, York, Princess 
Anne and Norfolk counties, and in Chesapeake bay adjoining 
said counties ordered from first of January to first of November. 
Seining for alcwlvus allowed to'Northampton county during June, 
July and August, hut other fish not lo lie captured, hut returned 
to the water. In force from March 31, 1877. 

All netting above tidal water forbidden, except witli hand net 
for bait. 

Brook trout protected between 15th of September and April 
1 st. Black Imiss and pond bass protected from 15th of Mav lo 1st 
of July. 

All poisons and explosives for tlie destruction of flsli prohib¬ 
ited. ' 

Fish hatching carefully protected whether public or private. 
Penalties for each and every violation of above clauses $ 21 ) 

Game are protected as follows: Close time for quails and 
partridges from February 1 st to November 1 st. Netting forbid¬ 
den for two years. 

Ruffed grouse protected 1st of February to 1st of August; 
woodcock from 1 st of February to 1 st of July ; robins from 1 st of 
April to 1st of Novemlter. Thrush, cat bird, red bird, house- 
wren, oriole, wood robin, blue bird, house-martin and their nests 
entirely protected. 

Water fowl protected from 1st of April to 1st of September. 
Except Summer duck and Sora (rail). Night capturing and kill¬ 
ing, and all killing or capturing otherwise than by shoulder gun 
prohibited. Wild geese may lie raptured or killed day or night, 
hut. no floating lights or reflectors may he used. 

Wild turkeys close from 1 st of February to 15th of October. 
Mocking birds protected for six years from March 8 », 1877. 

Deer protected from 1st of December to 15th of August. 
Penalties for each and every offence not less than $5 nor more 
than $ 10 . 

Possession to lie prime fnrit evidence of violation of law. 

A law of April 4, 187», prohibits the use of purse nets In any 
of the waters of the state or within two miles of the mouth of
